My attention was
firet drawn to this when T wos on my
way from London to Batavia, in Java,
on the ship Rotundo, | hal my five lions
with me, and in the quarter of the ship
in which they were honsed were many
rats. Oneday 1 saw Leo, my favorite
Hon, lying down and holding hetween
his prws very loosely s monster ghip et
I thonght perhiaps that the ent instinet
in the Hon had made him eatels it ad
that he wonld probably play with it
awhile, then eat it, nnd so L watched, Tin-
agine, however, my surprise whon [ saw
him loogen the rat, and the et made no
attempt to get away, but ran up and
over his gigantic paws and played with
him.

“We were a long time making n trip,
and every day this ship's rat went into
Leo's eage, and the two played togethor
an gently as two little chilidren. 1 mude
several nttempts to eapture the rat, hop-
ing that perhnps I might take it ashore
with me, but I conld not soceeed, and 1

He could have killed that rat o
thonsand times, but ho never did it.

“There was another instance snbse.
quent to this where Leo had a pet rat,
which makes me boellove that the lion has
a renl fondness for the rodent, It was
in 1881 in Caleattn, We were playing at
the Maidan, one of those gigantie places
in far Indin, and when 1 went in Lo see
my pets one morning 1 suw that Leo had
found another vat for a pet. My five
Hons wereall together, but this rat wonld
play only with Leo, There were many
other rats in the place, but the other
lHone wonld not look at them, It sévms
to me to be a fuot that the Hone consider
these little animals too small to be touch-
ed. 1 bave known of rata being found
dead in o lion's cagoe, bat [ believe thab
they were simply killed by the lion roll-
ing on them or stepplng on them through
carclessness, but lons never eat them,

“In Hamburg once I knew a case of a
sick tiger to whom it was deemed noces-
sary to give some fresh, warm blood to
tone up his system, aud to farther this
end a live rabbit was put in the cage
with the tiger, Oue would naturally
supposa that the tiger would have killed
it instantly, but such, however, was not
the cnse. The tiger played with the rab-
bit for days before he would touch it
He finnlly killed and ate it.

“Now, my theory is this; A lion, or n
tiger, or in fact any wild animal kept

ne, grows very lopesome. In  their
natural state wild bensts always ron in
pairs, They love companionship, and
when put alone they become so lonesome
that when snother animal, even thongh
it 18 m rabbit, is put in the same cage
with them, they refrain from killingit so
a8 to have its companionship, We have
heard of many instances of men being

1 shipwrecked, if you like—making
strange friends. Why not a Hon? 1t al.
ways maide me feel rather bad to think
of this tiger in Hamburg killing his little
friend. Still even men at times turn on
their friends. .

“Now, there ia another pecaliar thing
about lions,” added Professor Darling,
“and that is that they will not eat the
flesh of o fowl, You might tempt them
with a canvasback duck or the daintiest
squab, but they would refuse it, This is
a solentific fact. 1 hove tried it many
times, | remembor once having a swan
whioh had broken its wing, We killed
it, dressod it envefully and threw it into
the coge of the lions, but they would not

Amonyg oivilized peoples the Norwegians
have better eyesight than most if not all
othors, a8 they more generally fuliill the
npcessary conditions, The reason why
defective eyes are so much on the iu-
eronso in this conntry, and in Europe
lies in too much study of books in early
life and in badly lighted rooms.
